BreaKages. — Goods broken in transit, if signed for as such, can be returned, and 
will be replaced free of cost. 

Notice to Local Authorities. — All necessary Notices to Local Authorities, as 
to the erection of our buildings, must be given by purchasers, we, of course, 
supplying a set of plans free of charge. 

Extras, etc. — Clients are respectfully asked, in the event of requiring any additional 
work, to communicate witfi our office direct, as our workmen are not allowed, 
under any circumstances, to enter into contracts, receive money, or dispose of 

materials. 

Buildings sent out in Sections. — When buildings are to be sent out in 
sections for purchaser to erect, they are fitted together complete in our works, 
and can then be inspected, if thought desirable. The joints are all carefully 
marked, so that they can be put together again afterwards by unskilled labour. 

Delivery. — We put our buildings " Free on Rails in Hartlepool," and not " Carriage 
Paid to all Stations," both far and near, as we find in practice this system 
works out very unfavourably to many clients.

The doors and sashes 
are 2" thick, mortises and tenons wedged and pinned, and thickly painted with 
white lead at every joint before being put together. The sills are 6" x 4" bevelled 
and throated, eave plates 4" x 3" bevelled, 3" x 3" upright framing, 3" sash bars, 
6* x 2" rafters at suitable intervals, fitted with iron brackets to eaves and ridge and 
iron tie rods. Ventilators are fitted in each side of span-roof houses, and in the 
roof, according to size of house. Cord and pulley opening gear is provided for 
roof ventilators, and automatic adjustable set opes for the side openings. The 
door is hung with brass hinges and has brass mortise lock and furniture. A 
lattice staging, 2^' wide, with turned legs, is fitted round two sides and one end 
of the house. Iron O.G. gutters and 2" down pipes to carry off rain water. The 
glass is 21-oz. best selected horticultural glass, free from u burning spots." The 
whole of the woodwork is painted two coats, one red lead and one white lead, 
before leaving our works, and every part is carefully marked for re-erection. A 
plan of the brickwork is provided free, but we do not quote for this, as it can 
nearly always be done much cheaper by the purchaser.

The Importance of having PROPER HOUSES 
for POULTRY KEEPING 

Is emphasized in the following Notes by an eminent 
authority, well known by his nom-tte-plnme of u Chanticleer." 



AI> EQUATE accommodation is undoubtedly the 
most important factor in profi table poultry 
keeping. To crowd fowls always results, 
sooner or later, in failure. The houses become in- 
ternally stuffy and unhealthy on warm nights ; the 
runs get tainted and are conducive to the breeding 
of disease germs. Liver disease, brought about by 
congested conditions, breaks out and rapidly spreads, 
the birds cease laying, mope about dejectedly, and 
finally die. 

Before stocking any place with fowls one should 
be sure that the conditions are right, and that there 
is ample accommodation for the number of birds one 
intends keeping. If in doubt as to the space required 
to keep a certain number of fowls healthy, the reader 
should get the advice of a practical poultry keeper. 

Fowls, to do well, must be housed well. By 
this I do not mean that the roosting place must be 
an elaborate affair. It matters not how plain the 
structure is so long as it is provided with the 
necessary things conducive to the health of the 
inmates. 

The three main essentials in successful poultry 
housing are adequate space for the number of fowls 



sheltered, abundance of cool fresh air without draught, 
and the admission of plenty of light. It matters not 
how cold the air may be, the fowls will take no harm 
so long as damp is absent from the house, and this 
reminds me that the floor of the roosting house must 
be well raised above the ground upon which the 
structure stands, and that the floor must be composed 
of dry materials. 

The house must have a window on the south 
side, through which the sunshine can stream. Sun- 
shine is a good germ destroyer, and should be allowed 
to have full play upon the interior of the house 
whenever possible. 

Ouring spells of hot weather the door and window 
of the house should remain open the whole of the 
time. It is a good plan to have the door and 
window provided with removable wood frames covered 
with coarse canvas, and to make use of these at 
night to exclude heavy rains and winds should these 
come along. 

The house should be light, airy, and damp and 
vermin proof, and of sufficient size inside as to allow 
each occupant not less than eight cubic feet of air 
space.
